Washington, D. C., April 14.—[Special. }— 
Two officers and five gunners were killed and 
fourteen men injured, eight of them serious- 
ly, by an explosion of powder in one of the 
forward turrets of the battléship Kearsarge 
yesterday at Culebra island, off the coast of 
Porto Rico, 

The explosion occurred while powder 
charges were being stowed away at the con- 
clusion of target practice. The exact cause 
has not been determined It was one of those 
fatalities which have greater terror for sail- 
ors because of their obscure origin and ap- 
parent impossibility of prevention.

The firet official news of the dccident 
reached the navy department today in the 
following telegram from Rear Admiral 
Evans, in command of the squadron: 

On April 13, at 8:15 p. m., shortly after the 
completion of target practice on the Kear- 
sarge, in the forward turret, while the powder 
was going below, three sections of a thirteen 
inch charge were ignited. The charge of 
powder in the other lift, just below, and one 
section inside the thirteen inch gun remained 
intact. The cause has not yet been deter- 
mined. Aecountability in the matter is being 
investigated. Lieut. Graeme has been sent 
to the Maryland in a critical state. Theship 
was uninjured.” 


Officials Express Sympathy. 


Immediately on receiving the cablegram 
Acting Secretary Newberry carried it to the 
president at the White house and was au- 
thorized to send this expression of sym- 
pathy to Admiral Evans. 

The department is deeply grieved by the un- 
fortunate accident on board the Kearsarge which 
occasioned the death and injury in the perform- 
ance of duty of brave officers and men in the 
navy, and it extends its heartfelt sympathy to 
the injured and wishes for a speedy recovery 
from their wounds. Spare no effort to ease the 
sufferings of the injured in every possible man- 
ner and show every honor to the dead. 

Acting Secretary Newberry also communi- 
cated the sad news to Secretary Bonaparte 
at his home in Baltimore over the long dis- 
tance telephone. Meanwhile, by direction of 
Admiral Converse, chief of the navigation 
bureau, Capt. Potter, the assistant chief, 
and Commander Wilson were busily engagea 
in looking up the addresses of the relatives 
of the victims of the accident and inditing 
telegrams acquainting them with the news. 
In each case this telegram wag sent:

“Mr. Field had previously given to Mrs. 
Beatty, at different times, other stocks and 
bonds, all of which he held for her, collecting 
the dividends and interest from time to time, 
and remitting the amounts to her. 


Receipt in Mr. Pield’s Writing. 

“The particular befide referred to in the 
receipt were kept in the same way by Mr. 
Field, but to evidence the fact that they were 
Mrs. Beatty’s property he executed the re- 
ceipt, which was drawn up in his own hand- 
writing, and inclosed it in an envelope, which 
he indorsed: Mrs. David Beatty,’ and kept 
with the other papers he held for her. 

“Mr. Field also left among ‘his papers a 
memorandum showing the stocks and bonds 
which he held for Mrs, Beatty, and their an- 
nualincome. Among the bonds referred to in 
this memorandum were the ponds deacribed 
in the receipt. 

At the time of Mr. Field’s death the 500 
Rock Island bonds and the 200 Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois bonds were in the custody of 
the United States Trust company of New 
York, where Mr. Field had kept them for con- 
venience in collecting the coupons. These 
bonds are still in the custody of the United 
States Trust company. The 157 West Di- 


vision railway bonds were kept by Mr. Field 


in his safety deposit box, and came into the 
possession of the executors after his death.” 


Said to Be Friendly Suit. 

It is stated by the attorneys for Mrs. 

Beatty that there fs no antagonism between 
Mrs. Beatty and the trust company or the 
executors, but that the bill is brought to 
obtain a decree establishing Mrs. Beatty's 
title to the bonds and to obtain possession of 
them. 
' The bill represents that Mrs. Beatty has 
been for more than fourteen years a resident 
of England and that she was married to 
Capt. David Beatty in 1901. Mr. Field, it is 
set forth, had given to his daughter from time 
to time prior to his death various stocks and 
bonds, the interest and dividends of which 
he would collect for her, remitting the 
amounts. The securities would be taken in 
her name but never came into her hands. 

In addition to the bonds named in the re- 


‘ceipt, the bill mentions stocks given to Mrs. 


Beatty by her father during his lifetime, as 
follows: 

2,000 shares Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé pre- 
ferred, 1,500 shares Pullman company, 100 shares 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company. 

Mrs. Beatty has one eon from her former 
marriage to Arthur Tree, from whom she 
subsequently wae divorced, and one son born 
since her marriage to Capt. Beatty.

Crime Which Angered Mob. 

The men were accused of attacking Mabel 
Edmonson, a domestic who came here trom 
Boliver, a town in the next county, in search 
of work. Last night the girl went driving 
with Charles Cooper, a young man who knew 
her in Boliver. On the outskirts of the town 
two negroes stopped their buggy, beat Cooper 
until he was unconscious, and then dragged 
the girl into a clump of woods, She made 
her way to the hotel where she was living 
early today and told her story. 

As soon as the girl’s story circulated the 
town was thrown into excitement. News 
was sent at once to Bolivar and a number of 
the girl’s friends came here, Under their 
leadership search was instituted for her as- 
@ailants. Barly in the day it was learned 
that the county sheriff. had arrested two 
young negroes, and threats of lynching were 
heard frequently @uring the afternoon. 


Mob Forms in Evening. 

Springfield is a railroad center, and it was 
not until the sfops had closed down tonight 
and the army of mechanics was idle that 
the talk of lynching took definite form 
Crowds of men, incensed not only by the at- 
tack on the girl but by a series of outrages 
by negroes in the last few weeks, organized 
into a body of a thousand strong and 
marched to the city jail. 

By 8 o'clock the crowd which had gathered 
around the ¢ity jail had swelled to more 
than 2,000 men. After threatening to t 
down the town jail a committee was al- 
lowed to enter and satisfy themselves that 
the negroes were not there. 


Mob Storms Sheriff’s House. 

Then the mob started for the county jail, a 
mile from the center of the town. Instead of 
attacking the jail at first, the mob stormed 
the adjoining house occupied by the county 
sheriff, breaking down doors, smashing win- 
dows, and destroying practically all the fur- 
niture in the house. 

The wife of the sheriff was subjected to 
rough treatment by some of the men im the 
mob when she endeavored to stay their prog- 
ress. She fainted from fear and violence, 


Sheriff Severely Beaten. 

The sheriff offered resistance and refused 
to give up the keys to the jail. He was 
severely beaten, but still refused to give up 
the keys Falling to get the keys, the mob 
tore down two telegraph poles. Using them 
as battering rams, and with sledge hammers 
prought from the railroad shops, the men 
forced an entrance into the jail. The cells 
where the two negroes were cowering In fear 
were quickly found and the men were 
dragged out. 

Try to Thwart Mob. 

Circuit Attorney Arthur Sager of St. Louis 
was a witness of the tragedy. He slipped 
down into the cellar of the jail and cut off the 
gas, hoping to thus confuse the mob and de- 
feat its plans, He was just a second too late, 
as the mob had got the negroes. 

Sheriff Horner, in spite of the beatig he 
had received, tried to argue with the mob, 
but it hooted and insulted him.

It is certain, however, 
that the ordnance experts do not know as 
much as they have believed in regard to the 
action of powder under different circum- 
stances. They had believed that it would be 
an extremely difficult thing to fire smokeless 
powder unless it were in 4 confined space.

John J. McGinty the defeated ownership 
candidate for alderman in the Twenty-ninth 
ward, filed a contest against Ald John Go- 
lombieweski, who secured a plurality of eight 
votes according to the returne of the election 
commission. 

Upon the motion of Ald. Bennett the coun- 
cil passed an order directing the finance com- 
mittee to submit an ordinance providing for 
the issuance of general corporate bonds to 
the amount of $1,500,000 on July 1, 1906. This 
will be the last of the bond issue which the 
city is authorized to lesue. 

The ordinance passed by the council to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor or the display of in- 
toxicating Hquors in drug stores, except for 
strictly medicinal purposes, was vetoed by 
Mayor Dunne on the ground that it is dis 
criminating.

Bids Are Sought Today for Construet- 
ing Improvements to Bye and Ear 
Institation, Which Would Have Re- 
quired Less Expenditure Bighteen 
Months Age, When Approprtation 
Was Made by the Legislatur 
Architect Pintshes the sans 


Advertis for bide for the construc- 
ticm of an to the Illinois Bye ant 
Ear Infirmary, West Adams and Peoria 
streets, will be published today by the state 
architect, almost eighteen months after the 
appropriation by the legislature. The ex- 
traordinary delay in beginning work on the 
structure will prove costly to the state. 

It was discovered about two years ago that 
the infirmary was hampered by lack of space. 
An appropriation of $55,000 was made in 
January, 1905, to be used in the construc- 
tion of two wings, the work to begin imme- 
diately. .

DEATH THREATS FOR LEITER 
ARE CHARGED IN COURT. 


Lawyer Declares Owner of Nonunion 
Mines Is Placed in Peril of His Life 
by Would-Be Assassins. 


Joseph Leiter, according to statements 
made in Judge Landis’ court yesterday by 
his attorney, Henry Russell Platt, has beer 
threatened repeatedly with death since he 
began to operate his coal mines at Ziegler, 
III., with nonunion labor. 

Open attacks by an armed force and as- 
sassination by dynamite. bomb both have 
been promised him at different times, it 
was asserted. The admissions were made 
during an argument for further delay in 
the trial of the fifteen damage suits 
brought against Mr. Leiter in consequence 
of lives lost in the Ziegler mine explosion 
two years ago, 

Mr. Leiter is now at Ziegler, kept there, it 
was said, by the necessity of guarding his 
property against attack. 

We are not alarmed by the threats,” sald 
Mr. Platt later in the day, but the situation 
just now is such that it seems best for Mr. 
Leiter. to stay at the mine. The unions 
threaten to come over and do us up fre- 
quently, but we are getting used to that. Mr. 
Leiter takes proper precautions for himself.“ 

The case was continued for a week.

Conditions Are Archaic. 


The conditions of these races are certainly 
archaic, and nothing could be more appropri- 
ate than that the secretary of the racing end 
of the fair—whose name is the extraordinarily 
apt one of Shaver—should have his office in 
Geological hall at Albany. The conditions 
of the races advertised remind one of the 
Early Red Sandstone period of racing, with 
occasional detours to the Devonian period. 
Here is one of them: Six to enter and four 
to start.“ That condition has not been seen 
west of the Allegheny mountains since 1873. 
“A horse distancing the field or any part 
thereof, entitled to. one money only. At 
Lexington, Ky., and other places where there 
is réal racing this rule was put in cold stor- 
age A. D. 1885. The entrance fee is 10 per 
cent, exactly twice what is charged at Bos-

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FOOTBALL LAWS DEFINED 
BY THE RULES COMMITTEE. 


Intetcollegiate Gridiron Leaders Hold 
Meeting and Make Clear Some of the 
New Measures Recently Adopted. 


New York, .April.14.—[Special.]—All the 
work of the American intercollegiate football 
rules committee at its last meeting here to- 
day at the Murray Hill hotel consisted of de- 
fining several features of the new rules more 
exactly in order that there shall be no doubt 
later. 

The meeting could not change any rules 
on account of their agreement made two 
weeks ago, but at the same time it decided 
that definitions and verbal alterations should 
be made. In the course of these alterations 
at least one startling change was brought 
forward. That ts the alteration of the rule re- 
garding the discovery of more than one foul 
against the same side in the same play. In 
such a case each foul will. have a distinct 
penalty, and the sumof the penalties will be 
inflicted. 

Secretary William T. Reid Jr. pointed out 
the following changes in the rules: 

Where a substitute is sent into the game, if 
such substitute. does not go directly to the referee 
And report himself before engaging in the play 
his side shall penalized by a lose of fifteen yards. 

The field of play, as technically termed in the 
rules, is rectanguler in space and is bounded 
by the goal lines and side lines. 

A player shall be considered to be on the line 
of scrimmage if he has both hands or both feet 
up to or within one foot of this Mne, or if he has 
ond foot and opposite hand up to or within one 
foot of it. He must also stand with both feet 
outside the outside foot of the player next him. 
But two men standjng on either side of the snap- 
per back may lock legs with the snapper back. 
This rule is intended to prevent any player who 
is supposed to be on the line of scrimmage from 
taking a position at such an angle to the line 
of scrimmage, whether he faces in toward the 
center or away from it, as shall enable him to 
more rapidly get into the interference. 

A player. trips another when he obstructs him 
below the knee with that part of his leg that 
is below the knee. This does not prevent a play- 
er from diving under the play, provided he does 
not trip, as defined above. 

At the moment when the ball is put in play in 
the scrimmage no player of the side which has 
the ball should be in motion, except that one man 


wards his own goal. 


No player of those ordinarily occupying the | 


position of center, guard, or tackle—that is, the 
five middle players of the line—may drop back 
from the line of scrimmage on offense, unless he 
is at least five yards back of the line of scrimmage 
when the ball is put in play, and another player 
takes his place on the line of scrimmage. There 
shall be no shifting of men to evade this rule. 
Fifteen yard penalty is placed as a punishment 


for kicking a kicked ball further along the ground |

One 
or two changes were made in the rules, and 
it may be the A. A. A. will decide to adopt 
the same set of laws as will be used In the 
Sarthe race. One thing that was determined 
on, however, was the abolishing of the rule 
requiring racing cars to be fitted with dif- 
ferentials. This clause caused the row over 
Hemery’s machine in the Vanderbilt race 
and at Ormond, which resulted in the pro- 
test from England on the beach records made 
by this machine. 

The racing board passed the protest up te 
the Automobile Club of America for reply, 
as that organization is the international rep- 
resentative of the A. A. A. It is thought the 
protest will be turned down, as being incon- 
sequential in the first place, and as un- 
sportsmanlike in coming so long after the 
meet. 

No decision as to the course has been ar- 
rived at, but in all probability the Nassau 
county roads again will be used. The Long 
Islanders no longer object to road racing, and 
a petition signed by 1,500 of them has been 
sent to the A. A. A. asking that the big 
event be allowed to remain on theold course.

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Shaw Aids Gold Imports. 

Secretary Shaw has adopted a regulation by 
which New York banks importing gold can 
have the amount of the imports credited at 
once to their reserve. This is accomplished 
by the subtreasury accepting securities avail- 
able for savings banks as collateral for sub- 
treasury gold to an amount not exceeding 
$5,000,000 to any one bank. This gold is to be 
returned Immediately upon the arrival of the 
imported metal. On Friday, according to an 
officia!) circular, the limit was removed, au- 
thorizing the acceptance of security by the 
subtreasury, and to increase the deposits to 
any amount when assured that the money 
would be immediately used in the engagement 
of gold for shipment to the United States. 
The sum of $12,000,000 has been thus distrib- 
uted to the New York banks. Thie represents 
the amount engaged and in transit. 

In his official circular the secretary calls 
attention to the fact that in this way the 
banks will be able to import gold without 
loging its use during shipment. Formerly 
the banks were permitted to count in their 
reserve gold in transit.

Searcſed Unexplored Regions. 

Dr. Jugund’s search for birds’ eggs and customers 
for mining machinery carried him to Australia, New 
Zealand, New Guinea, to the Dutch East Indies, the 
Philippines, through the straits ef Malacca, to Burmah, 
through India, even to the Himalayas, and far into 
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unexplored regions of China and Mongolia. He rarely 
yrought home specimens of birds. The eggs, only, l 
terested him. He broke his rule only on a few occa- 
sions, one being in the case of the superb plume bird 
of the Island of New Guinea. Here he secured, by 
chance, one of the eggs from a nest, and, in so doing, 
much to his regret and quite by accident, killed the 
male bird. It has been an invariable rule with Dr. 
‘Jugund never to kill a bird. He has even been known 
to forego the delight of securing a bird's egg of 4 
rare species, for which he has traveled 1,000/ miles, 
rather than kill the ‘parent birds, But in the case 
of the superb plume bird it was different, because the 
bird was killed through no fault of Dr. Jugund’s. So 
he removed the skin of the bird and had it mounted. 
It is one of the most beautiful creatures ever placed 
on earth. Standing four feet from beak to tip of tail, 
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it is covered with featsaers whose iridescent coloring 


is the despair of the artist. The head, neck, and ab- 
domen are covered with feathers of §littering green, 
with the luster and softness of velvet. The feathers 
on the back are changeable violet and the wings of 
the same color. The long tail bas twelve feathers, of 
violet or changeable blue above and: black beneath.

A little farther on flowers are strewn, the priests 
swinging them in their arms as they do the incense 
and flinging them upon the bier, all keeping time with a 
strange, rhythmic movement. The enthusiasm of the 
Greek reaches its height here, and each and every one 
sings the verse which commemorates the coming of 
the women to the tomb. Now comes one of the 
Strangest sights in the Ghetto, when the priests, with 
eight or more of their followers, march around the 
church three times, carrying the bier with the inen 
representing the Master. If, it were not in the Ghetto 
and in Chisago, where there are strange and unsym- 
pathizing eyes to see and profane lips to mock, the 
little cortége would go outside and pads three times 
around the church.

Attends Nightly During Passion Week. 


This is the end of “the Funeral of Jesus,” the 
great climax of the story of the cross which the Greek 
of Chicago has heand in lithurgy every night during 
Passion week. 

Every night he has held his candle until it has 
burned in its socket, every night be has paid a dollar 
for it as he has gone in at the church door, every night 
he has stood reverent and untiring. For forty days 
he has eaten only bread, fruit, and vegetables and 
has not touched meat nor fish nor cheese. He has been 
a vegetarian in the spirit and the letter. 

The night of Good Friday he finishes the song 
sung by the women weeping around the tomb of Jesus 
to the last of its hundreds of verses. He prostrates 
and crosses himself before the sacred pictures or ikons 
to kiss them and he goes home to sleep and rest if pos- 
sible until “the resurrection.” 

It is 12 o’clock Saturday night when he comes 
back, for it is Easter morning now and the béginning 
of the Resurrection—aAnastasis of Christ. He ts*pale 
and wan as he starts in at his last vigil. which is to 
last until 4.. He prostrates himself before the ikons that 
are hung all the way around the church. He follows 
the liturgy that is intoned by the priest. He stands 
before the fkon on which the figures of Christ, the Vir- 
gin, and the saints are painted, and bows his head and 


body., while. with his right hand and with his fingers 


folded in a peculiar manner he touches his forehead, 
his shoulders, his breast. , 

“Christ arose from his grave and by his death 
overcame the death of the world, and he granted life 
to those who were in the graves,” chants the priests. 
It is the great song of the Resurrection with which 
the litungy ends. The Greek places his candle before 
one or another of the ikons, Kisses the cross and the 
hand of the priest, and goes home. Before he rests he 
helps himself from a great dish of hot soup which has 
been left ready. He drinks long and deep, for this is 
the first taste of meat he has had since the first day 
of Lent. 

You will not see the next chapter of the Uttie 
drama unless you are led by the scent of savory meat 
or some other scent into an unused barn which a few 
of the Greek families in the neighborhood have been 
able to get for the morning of their real Easter cele- 
bration. It must be a barn without a wooden floor, 
which can. be cleaned and in which a great fire can be 
built. It must de big enough to build a frame where 
three or four lambs can be roasted together on a 
spindle, for this is a ceremony never omitted, if it 
possibly can be given, by the orthodox Greek; and it is 
hard to find in the Ghetto places for the little bar- 
bécue, so as many as possible join together. 

In spite of the long night the whole settlement is up 
at 6 o'clock to get ready, for at 12 again they must be 
in church at the “ Agape,” or service of love. 

If you would go to the church next: Sunday morn- 
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ing between the hours of half past nine : 
eleven, the usual hours of Sunday service, you would 
be struck with the quiet and desertad appearance of the 
place.

She had to pass 
over dne Faster in order ta get Feibe] to eopspnt te 
be married pn that day, and then. to punish him. she 
made him wait until this Baster. 

Neyer has it been any trouble for Mrs. M. M.. -.: 
S.-R.-Glenart ta name the day. No matter what time of 
the year the suitor proposed marriage, she has blushed, 
and when asked to name the happy day has bowed her 
head medestiy and whispered “Waster.” And so it has 
been and so it will be today, when she wil) be married 
in a Swedigh Lutheran church 2 Brooklyn.

Mrs. Gienart is now about K years old, although 
she appears like a girl af 24. heing small, plump, and 
having a beautiful complexion. goed eyes, and wavy 
brown hair. Her plumpness is the plumpness of ma- 
tronly dignity; and yet, with that dignity there remains 
some of the liveliness and good spirits ang galety that 
made her belle of Little Falls, N. F., when, twenty-four 
years ago, she was won hy “Billy” Gerard, whe then 
was foreman of a big cheese factory over at Herkimer.

OFINGEN'S hen has ome famous and 
through her Zofingen shines with reflect- 
ed giory.

ber of large estates, and politically prominent among 
the Germans of his district.

of the Israelites themselves. The fifth stratum con- 
tains the remains of the city which Pharaoh destroyed. 
To say nothing of the thousands of jars, beads, flint 
knives and arrow heads, lamps, i and other ob- 
jeots, it has been found that the abitants of the 
first aecupation cremated their the remains of 
more than 100 bodies having been discovered in one 
hurfial cave. 

Great walls from three different periods, one of 
them at least strengthened by mighty towers, have also 
been unearthed. One of these towers measures twenty- 
four by thirty-one feet. In one cistern the remains of 
fifteen bodies were found. Fourteen of these were the 
skeletons of men of various ages, the other was the re- 
mains of a young girl. Mr. Macalister thiaks it prob- 
able that the fourteen persons perished, and that the 
girl was sacrificed as an extraordinary propitiation. 

The most important discovery ig that of a 
high place or temple of worship belonging to the third 
stratum. Bight great stone pillars, ranging from about 
five feet in height to almost eleven feet, have been un- 
earthed, seven of them being in a fairly. regular, gentle 
curve.

These eggs are made by machinery. First soft, 
jellylike mass is ‘boiled in kettles and then, w still 
soft, it is cut into cubes of many different sizes by 
machinery, arid these cubes are thrown into huge copper 
kettles, with wide open, gaping mouths. In these kettles 
is powdered sugar, mixed in some cases with corn starch, 
and when the soft cubes are thrown in the kettles begin 
to revolve and the cubes, rolling around and around, 
shape themselves into eggs, and grow harder and harder, 
Although the inside still is soft. And, after the “shell” 
is formed, it is colored to suit the taste. 

The great fancy eggs—really works of art—are made 
of sugar crystals. The crystallized sugar is molded: into 
egg shape in molds the shape of just half the egg, and 
then the two halves are sealed together, and the delicate 
sugar flowers and scenery are put on and colored by 
Band. The delicate tracery is done by molding, although 
in the finer ones men who approach real artists in ability 


finish them by hand into most exquisite designs. ‘ : » |

The young engineer can do no better in 
many cases than to look to applying his engi- 
neering knowledge to the actual conduct efa 
certain enterprise. It is obvious that ap 
engineer is well qualified to sell an engineer- 
ing product. He knows wherein its qualities 
excel, and his word is taken as authority by 
purchasers who in a great many cases are 
themselves engineers and nd expert argu- 
ment. In the employ of the largest manufac- 
turing interests in the world, the writer 
knows of many engineering salesmen, 
agents, department managers, engineering 
attorneys, heads of foreign departments, and 
the like, up-to the president himeelf, whose 
duties are almost wholly commercial; and 
last, but not least, there is the advertising 
manager. To prosecute a publicity campaign 
intelligently he ought to know something of 
the business he is advertising. A technical 
education is not demanded, but some engi- 
neers, like those who turn gradually from the 
shop to the accounting room, and from the 
drafting table to the executive office, likewise 
become proficient in securing for mechanical 
and electrical products an adequate cam- 
paign conducted along the line of educating 
interests throughout the country in the de- 
tail advantages of the specialties they pro- 
mote. Indeed, a firm of advertising engi- 
neers has Opened an office in New Tork 
City.

Possibie for Engineer to Write English. 

A rare bleasing i an engineer who knows 
how to write English! The mechanical and 
literary faculties are 30 divergent that it is 
difficult to obtain the same degree of ability 
in these lines in one man. I have often 
thought of a distinct style for engineering 
English—a metallic, burnished, precise style,

The complement of the attempt to place 


engineering on a better commercial basis is 
found in the adding to the curricula of cer- 
tain technical schools courses on accounting, 
repair, and depreciation, accounting as ap- 
plie@ to depreciation, systems of classifica- 
tion, analysis of data, estimates, specifica- 
tions, contracts, business law, rallroad finan- 
cing, fire hazafde, etc. The method places 
a commercial course on an engineering basis 
and associates it with those other non- 
technical subjects found in the curricula of 
engineering schools, which are given because 
it is realized that the great engineer must be 
a master of languages, a student of social 
economics, of history, of structural beauty, of 
natural phenomena-—indeed, of a world of 
nontechnical subjects to which the limits, the 
object, the usefulness of his practice may 


conform. in order that his service to mankind 


may be of a helpful, codperating kind, mak- 
ing for progress. Consider the economic and 
sanitary problems in the construction of the 
Panama canal and ask yourself if this is not 
80. 

A great commercial engineer is good for

In Great Britain the chartered accountants 
are appointed recefvers in bankruptcy and 
official trustees, and who so fitted? Some 
have contended they should also be appointed 
masters in chancery in a certain class of 
cases, and I consider there is much 
force in this contention. There can be but 
little doubt that as the profession grows in 
public esteem and confidence in America 
these offices here, too, will be filled by certi- 
fled public accountants. I am confident that 
the future of the profession in this country is 
assured. 5 

But not less important than the mental are 
the mora! qualifications which the certified 
public accountant. must possess. Think for 
a moment of the temptations that beset him! 
What great inducements may be offered him 
to betray the interests of his clients, especially 
if his report will influence, as it often does 
influence, the movements of great masses of 
capital! 

Every professional man acts in a quasi- 
public capacity, He isin a measure a servant 
of the public and should feel that he is dis- 
charging a public duty and be must, there- 
fore, place his professional honor, his duty te 
his client, and loyalty to his sense of right and 
truth before a othes consideration.

There is a popular idea that the 
man who goes broke for millions 16 
a something of.a hero, or at least only 
little less in ability than the man who simply 
makes a great fortune and has the good luck 
to keep it. The truth is, that those men who 
have Sprung up from the ashes of misfortune 
have done it by keeping to this point of view. 
They have held firmly to the idea that the 
ability which made it in the first place was 
the rermanent force, and the loss only the 
incident or accident. Where some have been 
hopelessly crushed by the outward pressure 
of the great crash, most milHonaires seem to 
have found in the size of what has been lost 

the inspiring power to make as much more. 


Sully Unshaken by Failure. 

The fact. that Daniel A. Sully could rise 
from obscurity to a position where he could 
lose $3,000,000 has been taken as evidence of 
his rare ability. He sent cotton up to tower- 
ing prices—he cornered the market, his name 
was on every lip. Suddenly he discovered 
that his agsociates could not supply funds to 
hold his position. Then there was no delay. 


He threw up his hands, closed his office, made, 


an assignment, and caused a panic that made 
sweeping effects in: all parts of the country. 

In the pit during the day of his failure he 
watched the brokers with the eye of a dis- 
interested spectator, His hands were thrust 
deeply into his trousers pockets. His black 
bowler hat was tilted slightly over his eyes 
There was not a sign of emotion in his gray 
eyes, and not a droop to the broad shoulders. 
He did not go home to his wife with the 
humble voice and bowed head and shattered 
nerves with which Judson, Frank Norris 
hero, confessed his failure. After the gong 
had sounded and he walked away two or 
three million poorer, he was just as debonair 
and had the same slow, lazy smile that char- 
acterized him. Since, he has shown the same 
vigor, the same persistence, and the same 
dogtzed determination to succeed that has 
characterized his life. His physical strength, 
perfect nerves, and regular habits account 
greatly for his masterly bearing in the pres- 
ence of a disaster that would have shattered 
a more excitable man. He had reserve power 
and good health, and the smiling and cheerful 
courage, ‘with which he emerged from the 
pit, brought him the offér of millions of dol- 
lars. Now he has emerged from his lawsuits, 
technically free from debt, and with the pres- 
tige of being believed to have all the better 
capacity for management because of the 
schooling he got. The former bull’s name is 
stilLrespected and feared.

Price Rises After Terrible Fall. 

The failure of Theodore H. Price was 
taken with equal coolness. When the firm 
of Price, McCormick & Co. ‘went down lis 
Habilities were $16,000,000 and its assets wore 
nothing.

On May 
28 Theodore H. Price was to have been 
married to a young woman to whom he had 
been engaged a year. His bachelor dinner 
was set for the evening of the day on which 
his failure came. It did not come off nor 
did the elaborate wedding which had been 
planned. 

Mr. Price called upon his fancée. “ You 
are released from your engagement. I am 
a broken man, and instead of being a muil- 
lionaire I am Hkely to face debts of mil- 
lions." These were the words he was re- 
ported to have used: At any rate it was the 
substance of the interview and the result 
was that the young woman disposed of the 
matter by setting the wedding day two days 
earlier and withdrawing the fashionabie 
features. °

ton, The next year he began testing the 
market and made money for others, although 
he did little for himself. His credit kept 
increasing and confidence in him also. He 
again entered the ring with $25,000,000 of 
backing. The Sully failure proved his rein-

The 
great line was bought and put together on 
nothing, or, as one writer pute it, “ with 
nerve and a courage of steel,” With every 
inch of his right of ‘way contested, without 
a cent of his own, and with Wall street, to 
whom he applied for money in one gréat 
criais, laughing at him, he went to Amster- 
dam and found fresh buyers for his bonds. 
He got millions from Holland, and went on 
steadily building his road when the strin- 
gency wap 80 great tHat practically all other 
new enterprises were forced to stop. He 
built towns, equipped others, got congress to 
pass @ bill to lower the Sabine pass started 
Gredging the lake himself, and was stopped 
by an injunction—having to walt while the 
courte fought it out. Tired of this, he began 
a ship canal around ſt seven miles long, and 
in the face of derision got the money for it. 
These were only a small part of the difficul- 
ties he met while building it, only to have 
it lost to him utterly when finished in a 
contest with his one time partner, John W. 
Gates. So complete was his eclipse that he 
hardly had pocket money with which to be- 
gin anew. 

Yet he started immediately to bulld the 


10,000 mile railroad known as the Kansas 


City, Mexico and Orient, getting the money 
abroad. It is said that the success he has 
in obtaining financial support when other 
men fail im his enthusiasm ahd his power of 
putting dry details in a novel and origina! 
form. This ‘enthusiasm he never has lost 
for a minute during his greatest disappoint- 
ments. 


Mark Twain Triamphs Over Ruin. 

In the same sense may be considered great 
the tallure of Mark Twain, or, rather, of his 
publishers, in the early 908. His career had 
been full of financial successes and he was 
worth nearly $500,000, all of which he had 
put ‘nto the publishing house of Charles L. 
Webster & Co. He Was more than 50 years 
old and was preparing to settle down and 


enjoy his declining years in peace and pros- 


perity. He awoke to ffid bankruptcy staring 
him in the face. The test of his nerve was in 
the amount of financial obligation which he 
assumed over and above that for which he 
could be held responsible. Without loss of 
time he set to work “ pulling himself up by 
his own boot straps,” ae he says. 


The failure of Edmund Clarence Stedman, 
the writer-banker, had similar features. 

The failures of John Cudahy for $8,000,000 
and Joseph Leiter for $6,000,000, when con- 
sidered in the light of the fortunes backing 
them, hardly Id be taken as test cases.

P. A. Valentine Once “Flat Broke,” 

Less money but greater loss, as it was an 
he had, was met by P. A. Valentine when 
years ago he was accumulating weaith rap- 
idly on the Chicago board of trade and the 
New York stock exchange. Fortune smiled 
on him until suddenly one day his luck be- 
gan to go the other way. He lost everything 
financially, and at the same time lost his 
first wife. He got a job with the Armours, 
and for years he heid tenaciously to hig 
work, never even permitting himeelf the di- 
versions he formerly had in his clubs. The 
position which he starte@ with was a sub- 
ordinate one, and he settled down to the 
business of working his way up until later 
he was put in the position of confidential ad-

When Anthony Morse played 
a parallel game to that of Jay Gould he han- 
dled a great deal of the money of other peo- 
ple. His honesty and integrity were unques- 
tioned, but he grew money ma@an@ bought 
thousands of shares in railroade that were 
utterly worthless. When the crash came he 
was assaulted and stoned dy the people 
whose idol he had been. He wae shunned, 
and died in poverty at 81, his whole career 
as a money king lasting only three years.

Some Never Recover from Shock. 

John Tobin made hig first fortunes and lost 
them again through speculating with and 
against Commodare Vanderbilt. After his 
failure he became a familiar and broken fig- 
ure in Broadway, but he never regained his 
nerve or had any power in finance afterward. 
During his failure Peter Dolson, 4 wealthy 
retired merchant, bought 1,000 shares of New 
York Central stock and waited for the stock 
to rise. It fluctuated a little, and he grew 
tired of waiting and ordered K sold at 95, 
which gave him a small profit. This was on 
Saturdey. On Sunday the stock was dou- 
bled, so that the first quotation on Monday 
was 180. Mr. Dolson, who came into his 
broker s office and heard it, staggered and 
died of a broken heart. Leonard Jerome, one

It means that there is one violent death every 
year to every 950 living. It means 1,058 violent deaths 
for every million of the population. It means that 
every thirteenth death is a violent death, and if we 


* 


were to exelude from our calculations all deaths under 


5 years of age, then the proportion is about one vio- 
lent death In every eleven from all causes. 

Two thousand violent deaths a year mean six 
violent deaths every day, forty violent deaths every 
week, fifty miles of funerals, or four Iroquois theater 
disasters every year. 

Now, while most people would be unwilling to 
put a monetary consideration on the lives of their 
friends, for no amount of money can repay the loss of 
a husband, a wife, or a father, yet, although the econo- 
mic value of human lives is the lowest of all consid- 
erations, an estimate of the loss in money to the fami- 
lies and to the community from these 2,000 violent 
deaths and the 10,000 injuries every year in Chica- 
go may not be entirely useless. 

Sociologists recognize that every life is worth 
to the community at least $1,000. There are, therefore, 
two items in the loss tb the community—viz.: 2.900

We must remember that about 75 per cent of these 


2,000 people whose lives were lost were breadwin- 
ners, but to make sure that we are underestimating 
rather than overestimating the loss, let us put the 
proportion of breadwinners at only 50 per cent of 
the total. We have then 1,000. lives capable of earn- 
ing, say, $500 a year with an average expectation of 
fifteen years of active usefulness. The immediate 
loss then is $500,000, not counting the cost of the fu- 
nerals, which easily amounts to $100,000 more. 

If we capitalize the $500,000 loss at fifteen times 
that amount, we have a loss of $7,500,000, or a total 
loss to the families of those killed of at least $8,000, - 
000. If to this we add the immediate loss of earn- 
ings and the loss from decreased earning power of 
the 10,000 injured, estimated at, say, only $400 each, 
we have another $4,000,000 loss to the Chicago fami- 
lies, or a total loss of over $12,000,000. And this 
thing is happening every year. 

If each of the killed had accident and life in- 
surance amounting to $5,000, the accident and Hfe in- 
surance organizations would have to pay to the fami- 
Hes of the deceased $10,000,000. and if an average in- 
demnity of only $200 were paid for accidents which 


resulted in maiming or crippling, such as the loss of 


arm or leg or eye, then the insurance business must 
add another $2,000,000 to its loss, thus making a total 
loss of $12,000,000 to the insurance business.

Again, if two-thirds or, ‘say, 1,200 of these 2,000 
yiolent deaths had to be paid for at the statute rate 
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safe buildings, useless fire escapes or the absence of 
them, the grafting contractors and building inspec- 
tors are the pathologic conditions, the neglect of 
which by the proper authorities so often gives rise 
to the fatal result.

2,100, or exactly 20 per cent. If this rate were to con- 
tinue to 1920 our annual sacrifice would then be 3,500 
hives, 1,750 needlessly. , 

Now, the population has increased at no such 
rate. Had the population increased at the same ratio 
there would have been 996 violent deaths per million 
in 1905, instead of 1,058. This means there were 120 
more violent deaths in proportion to the population 
in 1905 than there were in 1901, or, to put it in an- 
other way, had the rate which obtained in 1901 Per- 
sist through the five year period, there would have 
been 1,000 less violent deaths. . 

If now instead of comparing the rate per million 
living we compare the rate per 1,000 dying. we find 
that in 1901 the violent deaths were 717 in every 10,- 
000 deaths, in 1904 they were 765, and in 1905 774. 

This means that had the rate for 1901 obtained in 
1905 in that one year there would have been 155 fewer 
violent. deaths. This same comparison is made in a 
slightly different way by saying that in 1901 every 
fourteenth death was a violent death, while in 1905 
every thirteenth death was a violent death. 

We conclude then that violence mortality has 
been increasing in Chicago during the last four 
years, and that the increase in proportion to the 
deaths from all causes is greater than the increase 
in proportion to the population. This can only mean 
that violence mortality is increasing more rapidly 
than the mortality from all causes. 


* ** 


Figures Prove Violence Increasing. 

We always; are in danger, however, of drawing 
misleading conclusions when we compare a single 
year with another, and especially is this the case 
when the two years compared are, as in the case of 
the United States census reports, ten years distant 
from one another. One year may be unusually health- 
ful, while the other year may be unusually unhealth- 
ful. Similarly there may be waves of violence. We 
may remember the Iroquois theater and the Slocum 
disasters. Clearly, then, the average of a number of 
years compared with the average of another num- 
ber of years will give us a truer view of the matter. 
To see whether this method would alter our con- 
clusions in any way, I have averaged the violence 
statistics of Chicago for the last two, three, five, and 
ten years. It will be seen whether we compare the 
violent deaths with the deaths from all causes, or 
with the population, that the rate for the last three 
years is greater than it is for the last five years, and 


Undoubtedly, then, violence has been on the in- 
crease during the last decade. Has it been tePeas- 


ing for twenty or thirty years? How does the last 


decade compare with the previous decade in the mat 
ter of violence? ä 
The accompanying diagrams show that the 940. 


excdéption of this decade, 1885-95, however, the fast 
ten years, 1896-1905, show greater violence mortal 
ty in population to the population than any previous 
decades GuMng@ the last half century, and notably high 
er than thé decade next preceding the world’s fair. 

The Miolent deaths during the last ten years were 
110 per 1,000,000 more than the average of the thirty 
years ending in 1885, higher than the average of the 
last fonty years, and 29 per 1,000,000 higher than 
the average of the whole fifty year period. . 
average of the last three years, as has been already 
shown, is still greater than this, higher by 137 per 
1,000,000 than the average of the whole twenty year 
period. 

Again we notice that for thirty years the rate 
decfeased, then suddenly and enormously increased, 
again fell, and again is on the increase. The high- 
est point was reached in 1893, when the rate rose to 
150 per 1,000,000, which means that 750 lives were 
sacrificed in that year alone, above the average an- 
nual sacrifice.for the fifty year period. 

Since then the rate declined rapidly to the census 
year 1900, when it reached 97, the lowest rate since 
1885, when the population was 665,000, or about equal 
to that of St. Louis or Boston today. ' 

We see, then, that the violence mortality rate is 
now higher than the average of the fifty years and 
higher than any part of these fifty years, except the 
eleven years from 1886-1896, inclusive.

Chicago Rate Highest Among Cities. 


Is the violence mortality tor other large cities 
equal to that of Chicago? 

In 1902 there were three cities in the United 
States with a population exceeding 1,000,000, and three 
others with a population exceeding 500,000. For pur- 
poses of comparison, we note that Chicago is one-half 
the size of New York, equal to Philadelphia and Bal 
timore, and rather larger than St. Louis, Boston. and 
Baltimore combined. We see that the violent deaths 
in Chicago for that year were more than half as many 
as in New York; more than equal to those of Phila- 


delphia and Baltimore: and more than equal to the sum 


of those in St. Louis, Boston, and Baltimore. 

When we calculate the exact rate per 1,000,000 
of population we find that in that year Chicago was 
worse>than New York, St. Louis, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore, and while its violence was exceeded by 
Boston, we ought to know that in that year Chicago's 
rate was much lower than its average, while Bos-

us a basis the number of violent deaths to 1,000 deaths 
From all causes, we find Chicago by far the worst. 
That this is true 16 partly owing to a fact of which 
most of us are jubtiy proud, viz.: the death rate in 
Chicago is lower than that of any of the large cities 
—and this is true not only of this country but of Bu- 
rope as well, That the general mortality is much 
lower, while the violence mortality is higher in Chi- 
cago than in other cities, seems to show that those 
who have to do with the prevention and cure of dis- 
ease do their work better than those whose duty it is 
to prevent accidents and murders, and serves to bring 
out more clearly the unenviable violence’ notoriety 
which deservedly belongs to Chicago.

English Rate Hie That of Chicago. 


The census returns for 1900 give us the violence 
rate in the cities of New Jersey, New York, Massa- 
chusetts, and Michigan, and the average violence rate 
of 346 cities of the country. As gre already have seen, 
the violence mortality rate for Chicage in 1900 was 
the lowest in the last twenty years, yet it was higher 
than the rate in the New York, Michigan, and Massa- 
chusetts cities, and but slightly lower than the aver- 
age rate. of the 346 cities combined. 

It is interesting to compare these rates with the 
violence mortality rates of England and Wales. For 
the decade, 1886 to 1895, the violence mortality rate 
for England and Wales was 648 per 1,000,000, or 
slightly more than half that of the Chicago rate for 
the same period, and only about 60 per cent of the 
Chicago rate for the last decade, 1896-1906. 

The violence mortality has been on the increase 
all over the country. Now, if deaths from other 
causes were increasing as well, the increase from 
violence would not look so bad by comparison. Let 
us see whether the rates from infectious diseases are 
increasing or decreasing: Note the decreasing rate 
for consumption, a saving of 235 every year for each 
1,000,000, i. e., 470 lives for Chicago's 2,000,000 over 
the average of the last decade. 

In typhoid fever last year alone the saving was 
nearly 1,000 over the average fifty year rate. In gear- 
let fever forty years ago the rate was 139 per 106,000, 
or 40 per cent greater than the violence mortality of 
the same period. The rate for the last decade was 


only 12 and last year only 4, while the average for 


the whole fifty wear period was 64. If, during the 
last ten years the average rate for the fifty years 
had obtained, we should have lost 9,000 children more 
than we did from scarlet fever alone, while had the 
rate of the decade 1856-65 obtained, the loss would 
have deen 22,000 children. If the last year alone is 
considered the saving of child life from scarlet fever 
was 1,200 over the fifty year rate, and 2,700 over the 
rate of forty years ago. In diphtheria and croup the 
rate has decreased from 181 to 41 per 160,000. ‘The 
actual saving the last ten years has been 7,400 lives. 
For the ten years ending 1895 there were 14,300 
deaths; for the ten years ending 1905 there were only 
6,900, notwithstanding that in that time the city had 
added another city the size of St. Louis or Boston. 

I shall not cite any figures to show the diminished 
death rate from nervous diseases, hut simply show 
you the diagram showing the rapid decrease in the 
last thirty years.

But, perhaps what best shows the progress in 
saving lives from the attacks of preventable dis-

1,000,000 living. As in the case of children the great- 
est reduction ‘has taken place in the last ten years, 
the rate for 1906 belng one-third less than the aver- 
age for the decade ending in 1895. 

By comparison the violence mortality looks bad, 
indeed, -the ‘average mortality for last decade being 
one-third less than the average for fifty years, where- 
as violence mortality for last decade is higher than 
average violence mortality for fifty years. Again we 
see that thirty-five years ago 4 per cent of all deatuas 
were violent deaths, or 1 in 24; now nearly 8 per cent, 
or 1 in 13. 

The diagram shows at a glance what has just 
been said: 1. A mortality of more than 20 reduced 
to less than 14, 2.

Although it has been shown that violence mor- 
tality has been increasing, while the mortality from 
most causes and from all causes combined has de- 
cidedly decreased, still another question suggests itself. . 
How does the number of deaths from violence com- 
pare with that from some of the principal causes. 

This diagram shows that ently four other causes 
contribute more to the total mortality than does vio- 
lence. There are more deaths from violence than from 
heart disease; as many from violence as from cancer, 
diphtheria, and scarlet fever combined, or as many 
as from diphtheria, typhdid, scarlet fever, smallpox, 
whooping cough, and measles together. 

Now which of the forms of violence, the rail- 
way accidents, the burns, the falls, the suicides, or 
what is it contributes most te the violence mortal- 
ity? In Chicago suicides come first, railways second, 
falls third, and murders fourth. In other cities rail- 
way accidents are first, suicides seconds, and mur- 
ders ninth, 

This table shows: 

1. Railway accidents decreased in the registra- 
tion cities and in Chicago between the eleventh and 
twelfth censuses; that the accidents are again increas- 
ing, and that the rate for Chicago is higher than for 
cities as a whole.

Many Die from Fails. 


It may seem strange that falis should come next 


to railway accidents as a cause of violent death. The 


numbers from 1899 to 1903 are as shown here. There 
probably were 300 due to this cause last year. If 
we were to include in this class those killed by falling 
bodies, then the number would exceed the deaths from 
railway accidents. 

While a considerable number of these undédoubt- 
edly are due to carelessness on the part of the vie- 
tims or their fellow laborers, still a person need not 
look hard to find glaring disregard of the laws in- 
tended fo safeguard the lives of workmen. It is no 
uncommon thing to see building going on with the 
walk alongside it totally unprotected and not barri- 
caded, and it has been no neh thing to find, especially on 
public works, a thieving contractor, either using ma- 
terial inferior in quality or lesser in amount than 
that called for by the specifications. More than one 
workman lost his life in the old courthouse from this 
sort of graft and the inefficiency of the public works 
department. Nor have we forgotten the criminal nig- 
gardliness which allowed fifteen men to be swept 
way and drowned while building one of the water 
Pribs, although the authorities had been advised that 
$50 a day ought to be allowed for a few days to keep 
a tug ready with steam up in case of storm. These 
are by no means isolated examples of the readiness 
with which builders, contractors, and public works 
officials risk the lives of their workmen. 

From burns and sealds in 1900 there were 7,000 
deaths in the whole United States. In 1906 in Chi- 
eago there were 140. This is not disproportionately 
large, nor is this cause of violence increasing in Chi- 
cago. 

From drowning in 1900 there were 5,400 deaths 
in the United States. In Chicago in 1903 the number 
was 145. Neither is this cause of = on the in- 
crease. 

In Chicago every year a large number die of suf- 
focation. In 1900, $4; 1901, 81; 1902, 99; 1903, 109; but 
to this last we must nad the greater part of the 561

As to murders, our bad reputation in this respect 
is fully sustained by the facts. In 1902 Buffalo and 
Cleveland, cities one-fifth the size of Chicago, had 
2 and 8 murders respectively. Baltimore and Boston, 
cities one-third the size of Chicago, had 10 and 12, re- 
spectively. Philadelphia, 13; New York, 72; Chi- 
cago, 104. 

The table on murders shows that the murders 
were between 5 and 6 per cent of the total violence 
until last year, when they reached the astounding 
proportion of nearly one-tenth of all violence. Since 
1900 they have averaged more than 100 a year, and 
last year they were double those of 1901. The 
number of murders’, therefore, has doubled in four 
years and now averages one every second day. The 
fact that there were 759 murders in the last six years 
ang only eight legal executions, seems to indicate that 
a man may commit murder with only one chance in 
a hundred of losing his life as a penalty. 

Contrast this state of affairs with that which ob- 
tains in other countries. In 1903 there were 24 mur- 
ders in London, 15 in Paris, while in Chicaga there 
were 142—i. e.: nine times as many as in Paris. and 
six times as many as in London, although London 
is three and one-half times as large. 

The London rate in Chicago would have given 
Chicago 7 murders, while the Chicago rate in Lon- 
don would have given London 500 instead of 24. Fur- 
ther, and this in connection with the few legal execu- 
tions mentioned, perhaps, explains a great deal of the 
murder im Chicago, in London every one of the 24 
murderers was apprehended except 4, who committed 
suicide. Of the 20 remaining, 9 were sentenced to 
be hanged. In Chicago in 19 of the murders no ar- 
rests were made, and in 53 others no convictions were 
secured, and only one convicted was hanged. That is, 
more than half the murderers escaped entirely, and of

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; Investigators Find Lives Were 
» Sacrificed Through Careless- 
ness and Lack of Bravery. 


Washington. D. G. April 4—[ 

Tue report of the commission appointed dy 
President Roosevelt to investigate the wreck 
of the steamer Valencia,which went ashore on 
the southwest coast of Vancouver island 
on Jan. 22 and broke up two days later, the 
disaster involving the lose of 168 lives, was 
made public today. 

The investigation was held at Seattle, 
Wash. Sixty witnesses were examined In 
- gédition to the hearing of evidence of sur- 
Ftvors and others, the commissioners made a 
 @omplete investigation of the scene of the 
Alas ter, tracing the course of the Valencia 
on ite ill fated voyage and examining the 
Ot the sixty-five officers and members of the 


crew of the Valencia forty were lost. Of 


the total passenger Mest of 108, ninety-six 
Were lost. These included seventeen women 
and a few children. All the women and 
Ahlldren on the vessel perished. 

Tho report points out thet the ratio of pas- 
| @engers lost to the number of passengers 
was 88 per cent and the ratio of the crew lost 
te the number of crew was di per cent. © 


Captain Blamed for Disaster. 

F Before fixing the responsibility for the 
wreck the report gives a detailed history 
dt the voyage of the Valencia and of the cir 
' gumstances attending its loss. 

The commission finds that the Valencis 
went ashore through the faulty navigation of 
Capt. Johnson, its master, who perished 
with his ship. The report says: 

: It seems clear from the evidence, as well as from 
the experience of expert masters, that Capt. John- 
dom was navigating the vessel in an unscientific 
end crude fashion, not availing himself of accurate 
means of information, but depending apparently 
more on his general belief that the vessel would 
_ frrive at the mouth of the straite at « certain time, 
_ based probably on his previous experience on this 
gum. This haphazard method. of navigation seems 
almost incredible upon a modern passenger vessel. 
_ but it certainly took place im this case, and the 
commission hae reason to believe that other mas- 
tors are occasionally guilty of similar methods—in 
a „ a one master testified, by “ horse 
bens which is not u satisfactory substitute for 
- fecurate information when human lives are con- 
A soon as the vessel struck, Instead of leaving 
the boats in their chocks, where they would not 
. have been interfered with by the passengers, he 
directed them to be lowered to the saloon rail, and 
thus made it possible for them to be taken possess- 
sion of by the passengers and unskilifully lowered 


|. @way in the confusion, and. although he ordered 


the boats when lowered to be lashed to the rail, he 
took no steps to see that this was done or to protect 
the boats from the inrush of the passengers. 

To thus place the boats within the reach and 
@ontrol of excited passengers would have been 
justifiable only if he had had a crew perfectly 
trained to handle and guard the boats, and the 
dire training required for such an operation would 


. de rarely found on any merchant vessel, and cer 


tam did not exist on the Valencia. 


No Heroism in Tragic Story. 
In the analysis of the work of rescue at- 


"tempted by the steamers Queen and Topeka, 
_ belonging to the same company. and the tugs 


Czar and Salvor, the report expresées the 
opinion that there was certainly no dispiay 
dk the heroic daring which has often marked 
tber such emergencies in our merchant 
Service.”” Referring to the failure of the 
Queen and Topeka to send life boats to the 
ald of those doomed to death on the Valencia 
| the report says: 
Unquestionably the men om board the Queen, as 
n matter of common humanity, d@sired to do the 
best they could to effect a rescue; no men itn their 
position could have felt otherwise. On the other 
hand, from the incontestable experience of the 
boat and the life rafte from the Valencia, the 
commission believes that there was a fair chance 
of establishing communication with the wreck 


> either by way of boats or by drifting a raft to it, 


but the men on the Queen knew nothing at the 
time of the experience of these rafts, and there 
was doubtless considerable justification from their 
standpoint for their belief that the establish- 
ment of this communication was practically im- 
possible. 

It was practically the unanimous opinion of a 
large number of witnesses that the ordinary life- 
boats could have been safely taken in toward the 
wreck so long as they kept outside of the line of 
breakers. Outside of this line the sea was not 
combing or breaking, and smal!) boats would have 
Been perfectly safe. This line of breakers was 
probably not more than from 100 to 200 yards out 
en the bow of the Valencia. 


Attempts at Rescue Feeble. 
Had the Queen and the Topeka both remained on 


: : _ the spot, and had the wreck been again located, a 


nmumder of boats might have been held just out- 
wide the line of breakers, and some of the sur- 
vivors drifting seaward would have been picked 
wp. Furthermore, had this close approach been 
made to the line of breakers with the boats, the men 
in them might have seen reason to change their 
opinion that a boat could not be gotten through the 
breakers, and a rescue might have thus been at- 
tempted directly to the wreck. Moreover, had 
boats been thus sent in to the line of breakers be- 
fore the wreck was again located, its location might 
have been ascertained in this way. 

But for some reason no boats were lowered for 
this purpose. It was claimed by some witnesses 
that it was unsafe to lower a boat from the Queen 

7 om that day, but, as a matter of fact, the Topeka 
dia lower a boat with safety and without dim- 
eulty about an bour later to pick up the raft.

WOMEN PLAN FOR BALLOT. 


HOPE TO SECURE RIGHT TO VOTE 
ON LOCAL QUESTIONS. 


Will Petition Charter Convention to 
Allow Suffrage in Manicipal At- 
fairs Regardiecss of Sex—Massmeet- 
ing te Arouse Interest in Project 
“Will Be Held Next Tuesday—<Ar- 
Fangementse Made for Memoria) 
Services for Late Susan B. Anthony 


Woman's club leaders. who assembled yes- 
terday morning at the Municipal museum for 
a conference on ways and means to secure 
municipal franchises for the women of Chi- 
cago, decided that the millennium is almost 
in sight for this city and that the reign of 


municipal affairs is nearly over. The trans- 
formation to civic righteousness is to be 
brought about by woman suffrage 

Residents of Chicago who have not been 
Gisposed to consider the matter of woman's 
suffrage seriously as a local issue, would have 
had their eyes opened by attending the con- 
ference. Woman's suffrage, according to the 
speakers, is to de brought about in Chicago, 
through the power of a united sentiment in 
ite favor on the part of the women in Chicago. 

The claims of the women to the ballot will 
be shown in a petition soon to be presented to 
the charter convention and it is promised the 
petition will bear more signatures than any 
ever before circulated by women. 


Indorsed by Many Clubs. 

Miss Jane Addams presided at the confer- 
ence, which was attended by three dele- 
gates from every woman's club in the city. 
These delegates comprised the membership 
of the committee for the etension of mu- 
nicipal suffrage to women. 

Reports were read from many clubs which 
had given their official indorsement to the 
cause, including the Social Economics club, 
the Illinois Political Equality league, the 
Cook County T. W. C. T. U., the Lakeview 
cluo, the Chicago Woman's club, the South 
Side Suffrage league, and the Gad's Hill 
Woman's club. 

Mrs. Catherine Waugh McCulloch reported 
that she had received letters from mayors of 
thirty different cities in the five states that 
already have secured woman's suffrage, and 
that most of them indorsed the movement. 


Massmeeting Next Tuesday. 

Plans were made for a massmeeting of 
women to be held at the Municipal museum 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock, under the 
auspices of the Cook County League of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, when the question of woman 
suffrage will receive further consideration. 

Among the speakers at this meeting will be 
City Prosecuting Attorney Howard Taylor, 
John O'Connor. Mrs. John O'Connor, the Rev. 
Abraham Horschberg. I. S. Blackwelder, Mrs. 
I. S. Blackwelder, and James Henry Harris. 
Mrs. George Watkins is chairman of the com- 
mittee in charge of the meeting. 

It was announced that a memorial meeting 
for the late Susan B. Anthony will be held by 
the Chicago Woman's club, April 26, at which 
the Rev. Jenkin Lioyd Jones will preside. 


WIFE GONE AFTER A QUARREL. 


Mrs. Rose Roda Missing from 47 Crosby 
Street for a Month—Police 
Asked to Search. 


After a family jar in which her mother-in- 
law figured, Mrs. Rose Roda, 47 Crosby street, 
wife of a teamster, disappeared from home 
four wecks ago and no trace of her can be 
found, Not until yesterday was the disap- 
pearance reported to the police, as Mrs. Rode 
had left home after family rows previously, 
but always had returned. For the last two 
weeks Mr. Roda has spent all his time search- 
ing for his wife. 

Another wife's disappearance, credited to 
the troubles at home, was that of Mrs. Henry 
Ashman, 248 Ohio street, 20 years of age. 
Mrs. Ashman ieft the house, but returned 
Friday night, and was surprised that a search 
had been instituted. Her husband feared she 
had committed suicide. Mrs. Ashman said: 

“I had talked of suicide, but when I went 
to the drug store and asked for carbolic acid 
the druggist said he wouldn't give it to me 
because I had been crying.

USES ROCKS FOR PIANO 


AND LIKES THE MUSIC. 


Maine Musician, After Seventeen Years’ 
Work, Constructs Wonderfully Weird 


Instrument of Four Octaves. 


Rumford Falls, Me., April 14.—[Special.] 
Alonso R. Gilman of South Berwick has 


constructed a “ rockophone.” 


Seventeen years ago, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Gilman were driving through the town of 


York, Mre.. Gilman 


was mystified by his 


alighting from the carriage to tap-tap with 
his penknife the stones in the wall which 


bordered the roadway. 


He tested several 


rocks in this way and then climbed back 
into the carriage with a disappointed air. 
Then he explained to his wife that he was 
following out an idea which he had been 


developing for a long time. 


He was en- 


deavoring to collect thirteen rocks of the 
right tones to make a full scale of one 
octave, including the semi-tones. It was his 
idea that, could this scale be arranged, he 
could play upon it with mallets, as a xylo- 


phone is played. 


He scrambled over stone walls and pried 
about in rock heaps by the wayside in his 
search, and carried home stones enough, 
one and two at.a time, to entirely fence in 
his farm. These were stones which gave 
forth a sweet, ringing sound when tested in 
the open air, but were unresponsive in a 
room. But success finally rewarded him, 
and now in the Gilman home lies completed 


the result of years of searching.

The gen- 
eral shape of the rocks is oblong. The 
thickness varies, but averages an inch.

LISUTENANT GENERAL ENDS LONG 
SERVICE IN U. &. ABMY. 


Closes Career of Forty-five Years of 
Active Work, During Which He 
Nose from Ranks to Highest Posi- 
tion — Has Taken Part in Much 
Active Fighting, Having Served in 
Civil War and Indian, Cuban, and 
Philippine Campaigns. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 14.—Lieut 
Gen. John C. Bates today was placed on 
the retired list of the United States army. 
He was succeeded as chief of staff by Brig. 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, but the rank of lieu- 
tenant general will go to Maj. Gen. Henry 
C. Corbin, whose suggestion it was that a 
younger officer be placed at the head of 
the staff. 

General Bates has been in the service 
of his country for forty-five years, the first 
four of which were spent in the civil war. 
He was commissioned a lieutenant in 1861 
by President Lincoln. His father, Edward 
Bates, was attorney genera) in Lincoln's 
cabinet. In the civil war he was in the 
peninsula campaign, participated in the 
battle of Yorktown, Gaines Mill, and the 
seven days’ fighting, culminating at Mal- 
vern Hill; Second Bull Run, Antietam and 
Fredericksburg. 0 

He served as aide de camp to Gen. Hook - 
er during the Chancellersville 
and subsequently as aide to Gen. Meade, 
being with him at Gettysburg and until the 
close of the war, participating in many im- 
portant engagements and the operations 
resulting in the surrender of Gen. Lee. 


Service in Indian Campaigns. 

After the war Gen. Bates served for thirty 
years In the northwest and along the Mex- 
ican border. During that period he saw serv- 
ice in the Indian campaign. He-rendered 
distinguished service in Cuba during the war 
with Spain. At the outbreak of that war he 
was made a brigadier general of volunteers, 
and soon was advanced to a major general 
ship of volunteers. His command took part 
in the Cuban campaign as Bates’ Independent 
brigade, participating in the battle of El 
Caney and the acticns before Santiago. 

This was followed by service in the Philip- 
pine islands, where he went in the spring of 
1808. There he commanded expeditions in 
northern Luzon, southern Luson, and the 
Camarines. He subsequently was assigned 
to the important mission of treating with the 
sultan of Sulu, which resulted in what is 
known as the Bates treaty with the sultan. 

Appointed Chief of Staff. 

Returning to the United States after the 
establishment of pacific conditions in the 
Philippines, Gen. Bates, on the ist of Febru- 
ary, attained the highest rank in the United 
States army, that of Leutenant general, and 
was appointed chief of staff.

Breakfast Breads— 

SPONGE ROLLS.—Take one pint of flour, 
one-half pint of warm water, one teaspoon- 
ful of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
tablespoonful of butter, one-eighth eupful 
of yeast. Sift the flour into a bowl; then 
add the salt and sugar. Melt thé butter 
in the warm water and add the yeast. Put 
this mixture with the flour and beat thor- 
oughly with a strong spoon. Cover the bowl 
and let the dough rise overnight. In the 
morning butter a French roll pan and half 
fill each compartment wah the sponge, being 
careful not to break it down unnecessarily. 
Let the rolls rise for an hour, and bake 
them in a moderately hot oven for halt an 


hour. 

LONDON CRUMPETS.—One pint of flour. 
one pint of warm water, one-eighth cupful 
of yeast, One-half teaspoonful of salt, one- 
half teaspoonful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter. Put the flour, salt, and sugar in 
a bowl, add the water and yeast, and beat 
vigorously for fifteen minutes. Cover the

Add 
the mixture and the eg to the flour 
and beat well. Pour this batter into a well 
buttered cake pan. Cover and let it rise 
in a warm place for two hours. Bake for 
half an hour in a moderately hot oven and 
serve on a hot dish. 

RAISHD WHEAT MUFFINS.—One gen- 
erous pint of flour, one-half pim of milk, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one-half table- 
spoonful of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, one egg. one-eighth cupful of yeast or 
one-eighth of a yeast cake, Put the Hour. 
salt, and sugar in a deep earthen bowl. Boil 
the milk and add the butter to it. Let this 
mixture stand until only tepid; then add the 
milk, butter, and yeast to the flour and beat 
well. Cover the bowl and Jet it stand in a 
cool part of the kitchen, uniess the weather. 
be very cold, in which case it will be neces- 
sary to keep the bowl ina warm place. When 
morning comes the batter will be found to 
have risen to a light sponge. Beat the egg 
until light and add to this sponge, beating 
in well. Half fill well buttered muffin pans 
with the batter. cover, and let the muffins 
rise in a warm place for one hour.. Bake for 
half am hour in a moderately quick oven. 

PIN WHEELS.—Make the dough for mum 
rolls, ang when it as risen roll it as thin 
as possible. Spread it with soft butter and 
sprinkle over this half. a cupful ot sugar and 
one tablespoonful of cinnamon mixed to- 
gether. Roll up like a jelly roll and cut 
into slices about half an inch thick, Place 
these slices in a well buttered pan and let 
them rise to double their size. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven for twenty-five min-

The course of study and - 
eral plan of work have been modeled after 
the best schools of. Hurope, and offer many 
superior advantages over other American 
Institutions. 


Music has made great strides in America 
during the lagt decade A course of train- 
ing that answered the needs of pupils a few 
years ago is entirely inadequate today. 

A notable faculty of teachers has been en- 
gaged to carry out the course of instruction 
that has been mapped out. In order to avoid 
unfortunate results which follow the employ- 
mem of artist-teachers who have only their 
ability as public performers to recommend 
them, the management of the school has 
made an especially strong point of engagi 
only artists and teachers: who have dre — 
their TEACHING ability to be of the high- 
est order, The proof of a teacher’ s value is 
the uniform excellence of his work, as shown 
by those under his instruction. : 

The Cosmopolitan School, throughout its 
different departments, recogniges the fact 
that the best training possible to be given 
is the training which enabdlies the pupil to 
develop himself, after be has completed his 
course of study. 

Give a student à correct system of the 
technic of his art, cultivate his power of 
self criticiem, improve his taste by teaching 
him how to study and appreciate the master- 
pieces in his line of work, and he has @ 
chance to make the most of his own ability. 

To develop ih music students the power to 
listen critically to themselves, as well.as to 
others, a thorough course of ear training nas 
been adopted. This.course will be under the 
direction of Mr. Frans Eager, first. viola. of 
the Theodore Thomas Orchestra, and asesist- 
ants. Unless pupils receive special training 
in the art of Hstening to music, the benefit 
of much of their instruction and practice is‘ 
loet. 

The School has secured the exclusive use 
of two recital halls, where. lectures, con- 
certs and recitals will be given. 

The members of the faculty are artists 
now prominently before the public. This af- 
fords pupils the adyantage of’ the musical 
atmosphere which is so widely praised in the 
music schools of Hurope, ‘and it will greatly 
add to the inspiration of the lesson hour. 

There will be one hundred concerts and re- 
citale given ‘for the benefit of the pupils 
during the school year. Among these, six 
chamber music conoerta will be particularly 
notable: Three quartet concerts by the Chi- 
cago String Quartet, composed of Leopold 
Kramer, Ludwig Becker, Franz Eager and 
Bruno Steindel; and three concerts by the 
Steinde? Trio, composed. of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bruno Steindel and Frits Itte. A faculty 
concert is to be given in the great Audi- 
torium Theatre, for which fujl orchestra has 
been engaged. This concert will be con- 


ducted by Leopold Kramer, first concert- 


master of the Theodore Thomas Orchestra. 
A great number of-musical lectures will Be 
given on practical subjects, having a direct 
bearing on the work done in the clags-room. 
For the Normal Work, a most practical 
system of training has been adopted. The 
teacher’s plan of work .is first taken up ex- 
haustively, beginning with the rudiments. 
Then the application of the principles to be 
used is demonstrated in a practical way, by 
teaching a pupil in the presence of the nor- 
mal class. To make the work still more 
practical, the members of the normal classes 
will be required to prove their understanding 
of the work by instructing pupils themselves, 
(These pupils will receive free instruction, 
on account of being taught in thie way.) 
The Piano Department includes the follow- 
ing teachers: Victor Heinze, Jeanette Durno- 
Collins, Howard Wella, Mrs. Bruno Steindel, 
Mrs. Howard Welle, atid De.

At the head of the Violin Department is 
Leopold Kramer, ond of the great violinists 
of the present time, He is first. concert- 
master and solo violinist of the Theodore 
Thomas Orchestra. The other teachers in 
this department, Franz Esser and Frits Itte, 
are also first players in the Thomas Or- 
chestra. 

Mr. Kramer: will introduce in. his depart- 
ment, in addition to his private lessons, the 
system of clags training which has proved 
successful all over Europe. Mr. Kramer will 
devote two hours to each class. Hach pupil 
will receive as much individual care as in 
private lessons, and in addition, will have 
the two hours in which to learn his inatruc- 
tor’s ideas. Although this method of violin 
instruction is new to America, it-is by no 
méans an experiment. All the noted vioiinists 
received their training in this way, no other 
system having been used by the erent teach- 
ers of violin. 

It has been demonstrated that class work 
creates an atmosphere of artistic interest 
and enthusiagm which is an indispensable 
factor in the development of musical talent. 
The pupil's ambition is aroused, a healthy 
spirit of emulation gives him increased zeal, 
de learns to play before others, he learns to 
listen, and—by comparing the interpretation 
of the other members of the class with that 
of his instructor (who will play etudes and 
compositions before the pupils) he cultivates 
his own taste, and learns to be an intelligent 
listener to the performance of others, which 
ia the first s toward learning to listen to 
his own work. This will eventually result in 
his acquiring the art of sélf.criticism, which is 
the basis of broad, individual development. 

It will de possible for students who are not 
members of these classes, to secure auditors’ 
tickets, and listen’ to the work of the class. 


Bruno Steindel, first and solo ‘cellist of the 
Theodore Thomas Orchestra, is the teacher 
of ‘cello in the School. Mr! Steindel is re- 
ognized as one the world’s greatest artists. 
For years he was the first cellist of the Ber- 
lin iiharmonic Orchestra, for which post- 
tion he was chosen from fifty leading ‘cel 
late of the world, In 1892, the late Theodore 
Thomas induced bim to come to America to 
take his present position with the Thomas 
Orchestra. Since he. has been-identified with 
music in Ameriea, Mr. Steindel's name has 

always stood for the best in his art. 

Enrico Tramonti, the solo Narpist of the 
Thomas Orchestra, is another artist who 
was brought to this country by the late 
Theodore Thomas. Although Mr. Tramonti 
has been in America but a few years, he 
occupies an enviable position in the musical 
life of Chicago. 

Mr. Clarence Dickinson, head of the Or- 
gan Department, is organist of St. James 
Episcopal Church, and.the Kehilath Anshe 
Mayrio Synagogue. Mr. Dickinson nas made 
himself a potent factor in the musical life 
of Chicago since his return from Burope, 
where he studied under the great organ 
masters, Alexander Guilmant, late pr>fessor 

organist at the National Conservatoire of 
Music in Paris, and Dr. Heinrich Reimann, 
organist of the Emperor's church, in Berlin. 

A large three manual organ will beerected 
in the school récital hail for his use. 

The Public School. Music Department is 
under the direction of Miss Margaret M. Sal- 
isbury, a teacher of wide experience in this 
her chosen field of work. 

The Chamber Music is in the hands of 
Franz Eeser. Mr. Dsser's experience in this 
special line of work will make his services 


valuable to the School. 
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N. J. Eleem heimer has been secured for 


the Department of Harmony.

and Composition. Dr. Eisenheimer is a com- 


, poser of note, his orchestral compositions 


having been played with success by many of 
the leading orchestras. He is also a con- 
ductor of chorus and orchestra. He will be 
a very great acquisition to the musical life of 
Chicago. 

In addition to the lectures on musical sub- 
Jets, the School offers to its pupils a most 
interesting series of lectures, to de given 
by Helen A. 8. Dickinson, M. A., Ph. D., who 
was the Lady Principal of the Woman's Col- 
lege of Hamilton, Canada, for two years, and 
for three years Dean of the Department of 
Women at the State College of Pennsy’vania. 
Mrs. Dickinson wom her Doctor's ‘degree, 
Summa cum laude, the highest honor attain- 
able, at Heidelberg University, Germany. 
where she also opened the Department of 
Philosophy to. women 

The Cosmopolitan School takes the view 
that a musician who will be in the full sense 
an artist, must know much besides music.

Robertson will teach exclisivély in the Cos- 
mopotitan School, giving a lniited. number 
of private and class lessons, and conducting, 
with his assistant teachers, a complete 
school of dramatic art, where the art of act- 
ing will be both taught and practiced. 

Miss Eloise MacMinn, one of the assistants 
of Mr. Robertson, has not only had experi- 
ence’ as a teacher, but has been a member of 
prominent cempanies, including the Sothern, 
Julia Marlowe and Tim Murphy companies. 

The Dunstan Collinge Musical Agency, 
which has been a recognised power in the 
musical: world for many years, will co- 
operate with the Cosmopolitan School, giy- 
ing free assistance in securing for the pupils 
professional engagements and positions as 
teachers.
